Council Lowers Voting Age; 
Hears Debate Over Sidewalks

Two issues — the lowering of the voting age to 18 and sie 
walks along Lakeside Drive and Northway attracted rooio 
50 persons to the city council meeting on Monday evening. May ■ 
In between lengthy discussions on these issues, the council adop 
a new animal control ordinance and urged the county counci 
reserve parcels 1 and 2 for single-family R-80 zoning. 


The night’s business was routine 
and dispensed with an alacrity 
seldom witnessed at GHI hoard 
meetings. Of special interest to 
the membership is the structural 
survey of the frame homes, a pro¬ 
ject recommended to the board by 
the Planning Committee, whoste 
purpose was to see that “frame 
house members . . . enjoy the max¬ 
imum availability of these homes 
in an optimum of maintenance and 
care." 

The board had received two bids 
for the survey and had met as a 
Committee of the Whole, with 
members of the Maintenance Com¬ 
mittee, on April 30, to discuss all 
aspects of the survey. The com¬ 
mittee then decided to ask man¬ 
agement to clarify the specifica¬ 
tions and to consult with experts 
in the field (Society of Architectur¬ 
al Engineers and the Association 
of Industrial Architects) for sources 
of additional information and to 
seek out more firms for bidding. 
Manager Roy Breashears reported 
that his office was in the process 
of complying with this request. 

outside Auditor’s Report was 
accepted by the board, with the 
comment by treasurer Darwin 
Beck that it was difficult to un¬ 
derstand in terms of the way it 
was written. Breashears commen¬ 
ted that the auditing firm was 
aware of the problem and will try 
in the future to make the report 
more informative to non-auditors. 
(The report was made available 
at the May 19 membership meet¬ 
ing.) 

Parking Request 

A request by a member to park 
a camper in the court parking lot 
was unanimously denied by the 
board. It was noted that the mem¬ 
ber could park in the GHI lot es¬ 
pecially maintained for boats, trail¬ 
ers, and campers or could park in 
a commercial lot, but that a special 
exception to the rule in this one 
case would lead to parking prob¬ 
lems of a similar nature in other 
courts. 

An amendment to the shed reg¬ 
ulations now states: . . shed 

regulations will permit at most one 
shed other than that used to store 
garbage cans on the dwelling lot." 

The board acknowledged the re¬ 
ceipt of the seven-page letter hand¬ 
ed out to each member by town- 
house purchaser Gordon Allen, 
noting the many dissatisfactions 
Allen found with his house. Allen 
further stated that, in his opinion, 
“it would be a pity if we have to 
upgrade the new housing as fast 
as the old housing." 

Darwin Beck replied that it 
seemed to him, after reading Al¬ 
len’s letter several times, that Al¬ 
len had purchased a house which 
didn’t meet his needs and which 
he didn’t like. “What solutions do 
you propose to help the board" 
make some decisions, he asked Al¬ 
len. Allen replied that there was 
“no solution as long as I sit here 
whining and you sit there ignoring 
me." He then stated that he felt 
that the board should go on rec¬ 
ord as accepting the houses as a 
liability. 

President Shinderman stated 
that all of the townhouse purchas¬ 


ers seemed reasonably satisfied 
with their homes and that “with 
the benefit of hindsight, I don’t 
know what we would have done 
differently." 

Attorney's Opinion 

At a previous board meeting, the 
Landscape Committee had made 
several suggestions for regulations 
which would cover children’s ac¬ 
tions in the courts, on roadways and 
near structures. The board had 
sought legal opinion on the sub¬ 
ject, and attorney A1 Ginsberg re¬ 
ported to the board that in his judg¬ 
ment the proposed regulations sta¬ 
ting that “a member shall not per¬ 
mit his children to play in, on, or 
about public buildings, or in any of 
the driveways is completely unen¬ 
forceable." The portion saying 
“that a Member-parent shall be 
responsible to pay the cost of re¬ 
pairing any damage is sound in 
principle . . . and could be enforc¬ 
ed." Another portion, stating that 
if the party who performed the 
damage could not be determined the 
members of the adjacent courts 
would be assessed the costs of the 
damage, the attorney rejected as 
“totally unacceptable.” Manage¬ 
ment was asked to collate the at¬ 
torney’s suggestions into the Land¬ 
scape Committee’s report. 


Paper Pick-up June 4 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
approved newspaper - magazine 
recycling drives on a monthly 
basis. The next scheduled pick-up 
will be on Friday, June 4. City 
crews will be around that morning 
picking up the bundles in all areas 
of the city regularly receiving 
trash service, as well as Springhill 
Lake and Lakeside North Apart¬ 
ments. Other apartment com¬ 
plexes are being excluded from 
this drive in an effort to determine 
their impact on the last pick-up. 

Plans for the summer call for 
organizing many of the various 
civic organizations to assist in the 
project.

City Workers Request 
More Fringe Benefits

A report on employee benefits 
for Greenbelt city employees was 
submitted to city council at a spe¬ 
cial meeting on Monday, May 10. 
Among the major recommenda¬ 
tions were increased life insurance 
coverage, improved sick and an¬ 
nual leave provisions, and a larger 
share of hospitalization costs paid 
by the city. Other proposals in¬ 
cluded uniforms for public works 
employees, a 10th holiday (for 
Good Friday), a new provision to 
cover leave for personal reasons, 
and a program of post entry train¬ 
ing. 

The recommendations were 
drawn up by city of Greenbelt em¬ 
ployees Under the aegis of depart¬ 
ment heads. City manager James 
Giese told council that he will sub¬ 
mit his own comments on the pro¬ 
posals at a later date. The bud¬ 
get submitted by Giese, however, 
does incorporate some of the pro¬ 
posals, such as the city’s paying 
two-thirds instead of one-third of 
the cost of hospitalization, in¬ 
creased life insurance coverage, 
and provisions for uniforms. The 
cost of these items in the budget 
comes to $10,400. 

The proposal for additional life 
insurance coverage appeared to 
receive the most sympathy from 
council. At present, the city car¬ 
ries $2,500 group life insurance for 
each employee, with $4,000 for de¬ 
partment heads. The employee 
committee had suggested coverage 
equal to one year’s salary, with a 
minimum of $10,000. 

The council had most doubts 
about the committee’s suggestion 
for reimbursing employees for 
their unused sick leave. This pro¬ 
posal consisted of annual reim¬ 
bursements each year, plus reim¬ 
bursement upon retirement, within 
certain limitations. Mrs. Mabel 
Handler, spokesman for the em¬ 
ployees, felt that some incentive 
was needed for employees to con¬ 
serve their sick leave. Several 
councilmen, however, wondered 
whether this would be making the 
best use of the fringe benefit dol¬ 
lar. 

The employees also expressed 
concern about the amount of sick 
leave allowed. Greenbelt, which 
allows nine days yearly, plus a 
maximum accumulation of 60 days, 
had the lowest amount of all the 
jurisdictions surveyed in the area. 
The committee recommended 14 
days of sick leave a year with un¬ 
limited accumulation. 

Similarly, with respect to annual 
leave, Greenbelt rates among the 
lowest, allowing 10 days per year 
for the first three years. The com¬ 
mittee recommended 13 days an¬ 
nual leave in the first three years, 
with the number of days increas¬ 
ing with service. 

The committee suggested adop¬ 
tion of a “personal leave" provis¬ 
ion against which an employee 
could charge leave for personal 
reasons such as death or illness. 
At present, such leave must be 
See CITY WORKERS, p. 8, col.

Hanyok, Eunice Coxon, and HaJ 
Siegel opposed to the lowering of 
the voting age. Ted Reiss and his 
successor on the committee. Hich- 
ard Alpher, were in favor of the 1 ' 
lowered age, and George BeauCil-^ 
amp, chairman, had an alternative 
position which in effect would per¬ 
mit voting to those youngsters who 
successfully passed a written ob¬ 
jective examination testing their 
understanding of the government 
and administration of the city of 
Greenbelt. 

Hanyok argued that it was hy¬ 
pocrisy to grant youngsters the 
franchise without also making age 
18 the age of maturity for signing 
legal contracts, owning property, 
and incurring other responsibili¬ 
ties. He took exception to the ar¬ 
gument that if one is old enough 
to fight, he is old enough to vote. 
The two require different abilities, 
he said; fighting men have to be 
daring, reckless, etc., while voting 
requires calm reasoning and re¬ 
flection. 

Mrs. Coxon expressed the view 
that 18 to 20-year-olds have shown 
little interest in voting and have a 
lower participation rate in elections 
than the older age groups. She 
suggesed that the question be put 
to an advisory referendum in the 
coming election. 

Beauchamp was concerned about 
the arbitrary selection of age 18 as 
the age when youngsters could be 
deemed mature enough to vote. He 
wanted to get away from an in¬ 
flexible standard and suggested a 
voting test. City solicitor Emmett 
Nanna, however, felt that appli¬ 
cation of any voting test would 
have to be applied to the entire 
population to be constitutional. 

Beauchamp also expressed the 
view that youngsters are not too 
interested in local affairs and that 
they get little in the way of educa¬ 
tion for participation in local affairs. 
Two youngsters, Robert Peterson 
and Gabriel Sucher, took issue with 
these comments. Peterson said 
that his high school class is learn¬ 
ing all about the managerial form 
of government and the rejection of 
the charter amendment would be 
“turning the city’s back on the 
youth." 

Councilmen Robert McGee and 
Joel Katz led the argument for 
granting the vote. By age 18, Mc¬ 
Gee said, youngsters are pretty 
well developed in all their major 
capacities and that denying them 
the vote was in effect telling them 
“to get lost." x 

Katz felt that the youth actually 
had more direct contact and inter¬ 
est in local affairs than in national 
affairs, citing their interest in rec¬ 
reation. He did not see Greenbelt 
facing any problem with transient 
college youth seeking to dominate 
the city. 

The other council members also 
made statements in favor of lower¬ 
ing the voting age. Mayor Edgar 
Smith summed up by saying that 
the youth have more intelligence, 
energy, and interest than they are 
generally given credit for and he 
wanted to give them an opportun¬ 
ity to become involved. 

Sidewalks 

Although council announced at 
the outset of the discussion that it 
would refer the matter of side¬ 
walks along Lakeside Drive and 
Northway to the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, the audience made it 
clear that it wanted to be heard. 
Both subdivisions had been built 
without sidewalks and some of the 
residents have requested the con¬ 
duction of sidewalks as a safety 
measure. The city had sent out 
letters to residents involved ask¬ 
ing for their views. 

The sentiment was generally a- 
gainst the construction of side¬ 
walks. One big hitch concerned

To the Editor: 

I am the party who made the ri¬ 
diculous suggestion that the citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt dump their un¬ 
needed trash and waste in the 
woods in and around the city and 
in the Research Farms. The sug¬ 
gestions that I made were done in 
satire to prove a point, the point 
being that some citizens, without 
regard to the environment and 
their fellow neighbors, do dispose 
of their trash in the woods sur¬ 
rounding Greenbelt. This problem 
■does not just exist in this city, 
county, state or country. The prob¬ 
lem is worldwide. The problem of 
how to dispose of trash and waste 
has long existed and has only re¬ 
cently come to light before the 
general public. Likewise, various 
solutions to the problem have only 
recently come to public attention. 

On the premise that people, and 
not institutions, corporations, or 
•governments create trash and the 
problems of trash disposal, I make 
the following axiom. Insofar as 
people create waste, the respon¬ 
sibility for the proper disposal of 
trash and waste rests with th fc e peo¬ 
ple. The reponsibility rest with 
people as individuals, communities, 
Institutions, organizations corpora¬ 
tor and bodies of government. 

I make the following suggestions 
to the people of Greenbelt concern¬ 
ing the problem of trash and waste 
disposal;

(2) Every citizen demand that 
we all save our newspapers in the 
future for recycling pick-up. 

(3) Every citizen of Greenbelt 
save all cans and nonreturnable 
glass containers for recycling pick¬ 
up. 

(4) The city of Greenbelt, acting 
as agents of the citizens of Green¬ 
belt and at any cost, continue to 
pick up all newspapers, metal cans 
and all nonreturnable glass con¬ 
tainers for recycling. 

(5) The city of Greenbelt pass a 
city law making it unlawful to sell 
soft drinks and beer in non-return¬ 
able containers. 

(6) That we the people acting 
as individuals, community organi¬ 
zations, workers and owners of 
business, donate time and money, 
if necessary, to the city of Green¬ 
belt for the continuation of re¬ 
cycling pick-up of all newspapers, 
metal and nonreturnable glass con¬ 
tainers, That the donation of 
time and money continue until 
such time that recycling pick-up 
becomes self sustaining, 

I further suggest that we all at¬ 
tend the City of Greenbelt budget 
hearings on May 24 and petition 
the city to continue the pick up of 
all newspapers and nonreturnable 
metal and glass contaiers. Again, 
I remind you, the citizens of

Recycling Facts 

To the Editor: 

10 percent by weight of an aver¬ 
age city’s trash is newspapers. It 
takes 340 trees to make the news¬ 
papers read by Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents in a week. If you recycle a 
stack of newspapers 36 inches 
high, you save a tree. To make 1 
ton of the unbleached pulp used 
for newspapers, it takes 275 pounds 
of sulfur, 350 pounds of limestone, 
60.000 gallons of water, 9,000 
pounds of steam and 225 kilowatt- 
hours of electricity. You save all 
this pollution if you recycle news¬ 
papers. 

The above facts are based on the 
city’s estimate of 20 tons/week of 
newspapers used in Greenbelt, and 
facts contained in “The User’s 
Guide to the Protection of the En¬ 
vironment,” Paul Swatek, Friends 
of the Earth/Ballantine 1970.

PREVENT FOREST 
AND FIELD FIRES 

Thousands of acres of forests and 
fields have been destroyed by fire 
and the cause of much of this 
needless destruction is Man. 

All it takes is a careless flick of 
a cigarette or a few smoldering 
coals left untended, and a forest 
disappears, says Mrs. Evelyn R. 
Nantz, Extenstion home manage¬ 
ment specialist at the University 
of Maryland. 

Several rules that will help pre¬ 
vent forest and field fires are: 
never smoke in the woods or near 
dry brush or tall grass; if you 
smoke while driving, use your 
ashtray; don’t throw smoldering 
cigarettes or cigars out the win¬ 
dow — they could land in some 
dry vegetation on the roadside. 

When camping out, it is advis¬ 
able to build campfires in holes or 
trenches in the ground. Clear a 
wide area around these fires and 
look out for overhanging branch¬ 
es. Most important of all, make 
certain that the fire is completely 
out when you have finished using 
it 

Be extremely careful when burn¬ 
ing leaves or trash in an outside 
receptacle. Do not leave a fire 
unattended at any time. If it is 
windy or extremely dry, do not 
burn anything outside. Always re¬ 
member to follow any outdoor 


Sheep Shearing At 
Oxon Hill Farm 

Oxon Hill Children’s Farm in 
Oxon Hill, Md., will be the scene 
for a weekend of sheep shearing 
as National Capital Parks’ “farm¬ 
ers” and others show visitors 
“What Happens to the Sheep’s 
Wool” Saturday and Sunday, May 
22-23, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 14 
sheep will be hand sheared, using 
electric clippers. 

Shearing of sheep is a process — 
usually done in the spring — that 
clips the wool off in one piece, 
leaving enough wool on the sheep 
for protection against the weather. 
Each fleece generally weighs eight 
to nine pounds. 

While the sheep are being clip¬ 
ped, members of the Potomac 
Craftsmen and National Park 
Service naturalists and farm 
guides will illustrate other skills 
used to turn the wool into finished 
fabric. These include the carding, 
dyeing and spinning of wool. 

Carding is a machine technique 
that “combs” or unsnarls the clip¬ 
ped wool before it is spun into 
yarn. 

Oxon Hill Children’s Farm is ad¬ 
ministered by National Capital 
Parks to depict farm life as it was 
in the early 1900’s. It is located at 
6911 Oxon Hill Road and can be 
reached from Exit 37 of the Belt- 
way at Indian Head Highway.

LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED) TITLE “CORPORA¬ 
TION-MUNICIPAL, "SUBTITLE, “HOME RULE,” TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CON¬ 
TAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND RE¬ 
ENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SECTION 40-15 TITLE 
“VOTERS." WHICH SECTION WAS PREVIOUSLY AMEND¬ 
ED BY CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NUMBER 
90, ENACTED JUNE 8, 1966, TO PROVIDE THAT THE AGE 
REQUIREMENT AS SET FORTH IN THIS SECTION 
SHALL BE LOWERED FROM 21 TO 18 YEARS OF AGE.

the fact that the city, with some 
exceptions, has followed the prac¬ 
tice of assessing adjoining prop¬ 
erty owners for such improvements 
as sidewalks. These costs can run 
from $3.50 a running foot in nor¬ 
mal situations to more than $7 a 
foot for the Lakeside Dr. situation, 
which has an underdrain problem. 

Some residents argued that the 
sidewalks were for the general 
benefit of the community and 
should be paid for toy the city, 
similar to the sidewalks along 
Southway and Crescent. Other res¬ 
idents were against sidewalks un¬ 
der any circumstance, arguing that 
the inner walkway system should 
toe expanded. 

Jim Bates, president of Wood¬ 
land Hills Development, reported 
that a poll of his neighborhood 
revealed that 23 were opposed to 
sidewalks and 12 were in favor. 
This prompted councilman McGee, 
who as a resident of Ncrthway 
was one of those polled, to com¬ 
ment that he had voted in favor 
of the sidewalk (though his family 
would have little use for it) “to 
be a good citizen’’ and was per¬ 
plexed by the results. 

Bates said that the overwhelm¬ 
ing sentiment was in favor of com¬ 
pletion of the internal walkway 
system. Mrs. Maffay said that the 
inner walkway system has its own 
disadvantages. 

Safety Factor 

The major argument in favor of 
the sidewalks was to relieve a haz¬ 
ardous situation for school child¬ 
ren who have to walk in the streets. 
Beauchamp said that “we have 
been very lucky all these years to 
escape any serious accidents along 
Lakeside Drive.” 

David Stem argued that it is 
the council’s responsibility to act 
When health and safety are involv¬ 
ed. “You don’t take a referendum 
to find out individual wishes when 
it’s a matter of safety,” he said. 
“You pass a law which everyone 
has to follow.” 

He noted that Lakeside Drive to¬ 
day would not meet current stand¬ 
ards with respect to width or lack 
of sidewalks. Unfortunately, he 
said, these standards were adopted 
after the road was put in but they 
represent what the community now 
thinks is necessary for safety. 

George Loutsch was disturbed 
that the city does not have a uni¬ 
form policy with respect to assess¬ 
ments for improvements. He urg¬ 
ed that everyone be treated equit¬ 
ably. City manager Giese explain¬ 
ed that the sidewalks on Southway 
were not assessed against GHI be¬ 
cause GHI has already paid for 
the inner walkway system. 

Cherrywood Lane Traffic Light 
Council was not pleased by a re¬ 
ply it received from Sidney J. 
Brown, Beltway Plaza developer, 
regarding a suggestion by council 
that he contribute to the costs of 
operating a traffic signal at the in¬ 
tersection of Greenbelt Road and 
Cherrywood Lane. Brown wrote 
that he is dumbfounded and flab¬ 
bergasted that he was asked to 
participate in the cost of a traffic 
light made necessary by his giv¬ 
ing the city $200,000 worth of 
ground to create a road which he 
didn’t need and which he didn’t 
want. 

“■Maybe we should take back his 
gutter cuts,” said councilman Joel 
Katz, referring to the plea made by 
Brown last November for a city

variance of driveway entrance re¬ 
quirements for a car wash off 
Cherrywood Lane. “We won’t for¬ 
get this,” said another councilman. 
“Wait until he comes to us for 
another favor.” 

Surplus Federal Land 

Council went on record in favor 
of acquiring a 14-acre triangular 
piece of surplus Federal land lo¬ 
cated between parcel 1 and the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway. This 
tract was originally a part of the 
Agricultural Research Center, was 
transferred to the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Agency, and 
was used for the disposal of the 
refuse from the portion of the 
city’s sanitary landfill which was 
acquired from the NASA inter¬ 
change. The council also express¬ 
ed the view that any unutilized 
Federal land should be disposed of 
only for specific approved purpos¬ 
es, and not to private ownership 
for speculative development pur¬ 
poses. 

Other Matters 

The city will continue its once- 
a-month collection of old newspa¬ 
pers with the next drive scheduled 
for the first week in June.

charged against sick leave. Leave 
of 3 to 5 days for this category was 
suggested. 

The committee report also went 
into other things, such as using 
private cars for official business 
and liberalization of the police re¬ 
tirement system. The committee 
was concerned that employees are 
not protected under city insurance 
when driving their own cars on 
official business. It suggested that 
the city provide sufficient vehicles 
through an automotive pool so 
that an employee would never be 
required to use his own car. 

The committee also supported a 
police department proposal for re¬ 
tirement after twenty years of 
service. The present requirement 
is 30 years. It suggested that mu¬ 
nicipal police officers be eligible 
to participate in the State police 
retirement system (which has a 
20-year requirement) or that a 
separate system be set up for 
police officers.
